vote in the coming city election 287 
were negroes and six white women. 
Delegates from Oklahoma where fe- 
mal« suffrage in school elections has 
been in force for a number of year* in- 
sisted the conditions here- did not re- J 
fleet them elsewhere, but on the con- 
trary the women were responsible for 
Oklahoma's excellent school system.

classes of patronage only. 
Many pas- 


sengers are always found who prefer 
to travel by Ihe steam trains. 
With 


regard to the merchandise traffic, the 
sphere of the electric road has been 
sllll more limited, and the amount of 
freight carried by them, except In a 
few isolated instances, has been insig- 
nlllcant. 
Likewise with regard to lo- 


calities, the competition of Intcrurban 
roads has been specialized rather than 
general, for the roads are at present 
confined principally to a comparative- 
ly small section of this country.

President Roosevelt was particular- 


ly attracted to Sewanee because of 
Its attitude in the negro problem. 
He 


believes that the university will play 
a conspicuous part in years to come 
in solving the question. 
The presi- 


ilent is intimately 
acquainted 
with 


the vice chancellor of the university, 
Prof. H. L. Wiggins, and has professed 
the greatest confidence In Sewanee's 
work. 


Sewanee leaches ils students that 


the perplexing race problem Is to be 
solved only by appealing to the moral 
side of the negro. 
Intellectual devel- 


opment of the colored man. Sewanee 
believes, cannot alone accomplish the 
work. The working out of this prob- 
lem is only a part of Sewance's am- 
bition. 
The university, broad in prin- 


ciple upon every question, aims to 
turn out men who are able to grasp 
the hardest questions of life, guided 
by Ihe spirit of altruism.

SORE BECAUSE LEGISLATURE 


WILL BE 3-4 DEMOCRATIC 


Guthrie. Ok , March « The legis- 


lative apportionment making ihe House 
103 members and the Senate 33, drew 
twelve negative votes out of 81) votes 
yesterday on final passage 
Four of 


the five republican members present 
voted agwnst the apportionment on the 
ground that it was not based on a fair 
representation of population. Under 
normal conditions the legislature will 
be three-fourths democratic. 


The convention h»d a spirited contest 


over taking from the mass of tabled 
matter the provision extending suff- 
rage right to women m school district 
affairs and amending it to read similar 
to the present Oklahoma law. Mr. 
Murray led the opposition to this grant 
of voting po*er and brought forth the 
records of the Guthrie election regis- 
tration now in progress •Which showed 
out of 298 wom«n who had qualified to 
vote in the coming city election 287 
were negroes and six white women. 
Delegates from Oklahoma where fe- 
male suffrage in school elections has 
been in force for a number of year* in- 
sisted the conditions here did not re- 
flect them elsewhere, but on the con 
trary the women were responsible for 
Oklahoma's excellent school system. 


The right of suffrage in district 


school matters was extended to the 
women of any Indian tribe and the 
provision adopted by a heavy majority 
It was also expressed that nothing in 
the suffrage provision should prevent 
the right to vote by retired officers or 
men of the army or navy when they 


possess the other qualifications 


The legislature may authorize the 


pensioning of meritorious and disabled 
firemen, which is a provision similar *o 
that of thirty-one other states 


The insurance provision was again 


opened and an entrance fee of $25 laid 
against foreign live stock companies 


In the judicial sjbtem the county 


court of LaFlore county was authorized 
to alternate between Talahina and Po- 
teau, the county seat, owing to the

ELECTRIC AND STEAM LINES. 


Motor Has by No Means Supplanted 


the Locomotive. 


Tho competition of electric inter- 


urban railways with present systems 
of steam railways, in the passenger 
Irafllc, lias of late become a matter of 
some popular interest and of more or 
toss common 
speculation. 
Much 
IB 


currently writ ton and spoken upon 
tbo subject; but of these discussions 
a certain amount seems to bo based 
upon sensational statements or upon 
mistaken ideas as to the comparative 
standing of the two railway Industries 
at tho present time. The intcrurbau

In round numbers $.'!Si),OOO.OOf> was 


ppent last year in rolling stock for the 
American railroads. Mure than $250,- 
00ft.000 was spent in freight cars. 
A 


freight car costs about $1,000, and a 
passenger car about JS.OOO. The price 
of a good engine is about $15,000. 


older power in almost all important 
particulars, but until that time conies 
the competition of electric roads with 
steam railways will be confined prin- 
cipally to competition tn special fea- 
tures of transportation and to certain 
localities, where particular conditions 
bring tbo two systems into conllict. 


This restriction of the competition 


to special features and localities has 
been and is tbe keynote of the situa- 
tion with regard to any contest for 
business between the electric and the 
steam roads. 
The electric railway 


equipment of the earlier days involved 
curtain 
technical 
limitations which 


matte the system unsnited for any but 
compuraLively short distance 
trans- 


portation. 
These features are now 


Section Well Supplied with Both Lines. 


electric railways have accomplished a 
remarkable growth in the last decade, 
and they are firmly established to- 
day aa a part of the transportation 
system of this country. Tho now mo- 
tive power bus become a competitor 
of steam, but not to (he extent of driv- 
ing the latter from the field, as Is oc- 
casionally said. 
So far as tbe eco- 


nomic, aspects of the oompotillon are 
concerned, tho time seems not yet to 
have come when iho electric motor 
can successfully supplant the steam 
locomotive in all those forms of serv- 
ice which have boon developed and 
standardised by the latter. From tho 
boginnmtf certain fields of usefulness 
have been particularly favorable to 
tbe 
electric 
motive 
powor. Those 


fields of adaptability, however, are 
continually broadening, so that per- 
haps in a few years the electric mo- 
tor may be a successful rival to the 


largely removed as far as tho tech- 
nical limitations are concerned; but, 
notwithstanding ihe most recent de- 
velopments, Iho electric roads still 
aro favored as a means ot transporta- 
tion far more for short distance than 
for long distance travel. And even for 
short distance travel, 
the electric 


service will appeal chiefly to certain 
classes oC patronage only. Many pas- 
sensors are always found who prefer 
to travel by iho steam trains. With 
regard to tho merchandise traffic, the 
sphere of the electric road has been 
sltll more limited, and the amount of 
freight carried by them, except in a 
fow isolated instances, has been insig- 
nificant. 
Likewise with regard to lo- 


calities, the competition of intcrurban 
roads has been specialized rather than 
general, for the roads are at present 
confined principally to a comparative- 
ly small section of this country.

the vice chancellor of tho university. 
Prof. It. L. Wiggins, and has professed 
the greatest confidence in Sewanee's 
work. 


Sewanoe teaches its students thai 


the perplexing race problem Is to be 
solved only by appealing to the moral 
side of the negro. 
Intellectual devel- 


opment of the colored man. Sewanee 
believes, cannot alone accomplish the 
work. The working out of this prob- 
lem is only a part of Sewanee's am- 
bkion. 
The university, broad in prin- 


ciple upon every question, aims to 
turn out men who are able to grasp 
the hardest questions of life, guided 
by the spirit of altruism, 


That was the spirit that inspired 


the founders of the University of the 
South when, in 1S.">7. tho corner stone 
for the institution was laid on Look- 
out mountmn.
